BESCUED FRO 
A FIERCE FIRE 


Mother and Children Carried 
Down a Ladder. 


LOCKED IN A BURNING ROOM. 


—--— 


PRESENCE OF MIND SAVES TWO 
LIVES IN THE COUNTY, 


But Had It Not Been for a Baby’s Cry 
None Would Have Been Aroused 
to Give the First 
Alarm 


But for the heroism of S. J. Wetherell and 
his 16-year-old stepson, Louls Bruner, Mrs. 
Corliss Copeland and her two small chil- 
dren would have perished in the fire that 
destroyed their home at 6407 Bartmer ave- 
tue, St. Louis County, early Friday morn- 


ing. ' 
Mr. Wetherell's home was burned and also 
the vacant house next door, No. 6408, owned 


by Mrs. C. J. Key. 

Corliss Copeland is a clerk in the Postof- 
fice. With his family he occupied the sec- 
ond floor of No. 6407. On the first floor were 


the apartments of the Wetherells. The two 
buildings destroyed were situated con the 
crest of the hill that rises to the west of 
the Wabash tracks. a 

Mr. Wetherell says it was 1 o'clock I*ri- 
day morning that he was awakened by 
screams from the rooms above. He roused 
his wife and son and ran io the yard and 
called to Mrs. Copeland. 

That woman’s husband fs employed down- 
town until midnight, and Mr. Wetherell 
thought that she had been attacked. When 
she raised the side window to answer him 
black smoke rolled out and Wetherell could 
see the Hight of fire back in the room. 

He shouted to her to come down the 
back stairway and ran into his own rooms 
to warn his family. The fire had already 
eaten through the kitchen ceiling, and Mrs. 
Wetherell and young Bruner were gather- 
ing up a few things preparatory to flight. 
The woman. half clad, was hurried to a 
neighbor’s by her son, while Wetherell re- 
mained to assist Mrs. Copeland. , 

To his horror:she did not appear. The 
man ran to the back-stair door and found 
it locked. Mrs. Copeland was on the in- 
side, vainiy trying to open it. She had 
locked it before retiring, and in her ex- 
citement could not find the key. 

Wetherell called to her to go to a front 
window, and he would attempt to rescue 
her and the children. They are both small, 
one 3 and the other 1% years old. 

Young Bruner had returned from assist- 
ing his mother by the time Wetherell 
reached the front yard, and already had a 
ladder raised to a window. The neighbors 
had been aroused by the cries of fire. and 
flocked to the burning houses, for the flames 
had broken through the roof and the roof 
of the building next door was on fire. An 
alarm was sent to the Arcade Fire Com- 


pany, in Cabanne:

The mother and children 
were in the front room. The smoke had 
stupefied the little ones, but the mother 
bravely kept her feet. The children were

Copeland, exhausted and on the verge of 
collapse, feebly assisted Wetherell in tak- 
ing her down the ladder, but before the 
ground was reached she fainted. 

WilNng thands carried her and the chil- 
dren to shelter. Fire then was burning 
fiercely in every room of the two houses. 
The Wetherells and Copelands saved noth- 
ing. When the engine from Cabanne ar- 
rived all it had to do was to prevent 
further spread of the flames. ‘This it did, 


/and the fire was permitted to burn itself 


out 

The two families lost about $00 each, and 
the house occupied by them, owned by John 
Carter, waa valued at $1000. It was ineured. 
Mrs. Kev's house its sald to have been 
worth $600. 

Mrs. Copeland was il] Friday from the ef- 
fects of her experience... “I was awakened 
by the baby crying.” she said, “and found 
the room fliled with sfnoke. I tried to get 
out the back door, but it was locked, and, 
in the emoke and excitement, I could not 
find the key.

PARIS, Sept. 22.—A correspondent of the 


Figaro claims to have accompanied Drey- 
fus on the journey from Nantes to Carpen- 
tras, where the latter is now stopping.

In discussing his case, Dreyfus said, in 
explanation of the hatred of himself, shown 
by so many French officers: 

“Tl think that the cause of it is rather 
Firstly, and above all, I was be- 
lieved to be guilty. It could never have 
been suspected that they could have 
plunged so light-heartedly into error, Then 
there was anti-Semitism in a latent state. 
Lastly, my manner may perhaps have had 
something to do with it. Yes, I was rather 
curt, but only with myself, for I strove to 
show as much consideration as possible to 
my inferiors. 

“In my dealings with my chiefs I always 
retained my outspokenness and independ- 
ence. If a plan or any bisce of work 
seemed to me to be badly conceived, | did 
not hesitate to say so aloud, instead of 
considering myself obliged to approve 
everything in advance, as [ -aw done all 
around me, when it was a chief who spoke 
or acted. 

“I think that at the beginning, up to the 
time of the court-martial of 1894—trhat is to 
say, toward the end of the investizgation— 
they believed—at least the majority of the 
persons connected with it—that I was 
guilty, but at the court-martial it was dif- 
ferent.”’ 

Of Esterhazy, he said: 

“I think he is a gwindler, a chevalier 
d‘industrie, who has swindled his coun- 
try—it is not even his country—just as he 
swindled his cousins and his tradesmen, 
but without in the least realizing that he 
did so.

PARIS, Sept. 22.—The Aurore publishes 
the full text of Zola’e lettér to Mme.

Dear Madame:—Your husband and those 
who defended him have been exposed to the 
vilest insults and even to bodily injury. 


For my part, there are organs belonging to 


the “‘gutter press’’ and men so tainted with 
moral dirt that I have struck them from 
my life, from my memory. For me they are 


no more, I have driven them completely 


from my thoughts as if I never had a.ready : 


swallowed them. It is such forgetfulness 
of atrocious insults that I recommend to 
the innocent man who has suffered the 
wrongs. 
them all, that they should not be abie to 
reach him. May he come to Ife again 
under your care, and under the clear sun- 
shine of universal sympathy shown for him. 

Peace be to the martyr who has had euch 
need of repose and around him now, in re- 
treat, may there be nothing but love and 
caresses, As for "1s, Madame, we sha!! con- 
tinue the fight. We shall to-morrow go on 
with the struggle for justice as stern.y as 
we pursued it yesterday. We shall exact 
rehabilitation of the innoeent man less for 
the sake of him. who has already so much 
glory, than for France, wh'ch would assur- 
edly be killed by this excess of infamy. 

Our task will be the regeneration of 
France in the eyes of the universe, which | 
will take place when the infamous judg- 
ment has been quashed. A great country 
cannot live without justice, and ours will 
remain in mourning just as iong as the 
stain of insult is leveled at the highest 
jurisdiction and the violation of the most 
primitive rights shall remain.

Some! evening, under the lamp, 
and in the peace of his family, their father 
can take them upon his Knees and tell them 
the tragic history. Jt is necessary that 
they should know, in order that they may 
respect and adore him as he deserves. When 
he has spoken they will know that there is 
not in the world a greater hero-martyr 
whose suffering has so profoundly touched 
men’s hearts. They will Be proud of him 
and will bear his name with glory as the 
name wofa very brave man who has borne 
himself sublimely under the most frightful 
sufferings which fraud and cowardice could 
inflict. 

The day will come when the son and 
daughter, not of the condemned fmyan, but 
of his persecutors, will have cause to blush.

GEN. GALLIFET’S APPEAL. 


Letter to Loubet Suggesting the Par- 
don of Dreyfus. 

PARIS, Sept. 22.—The letter of the Min- 
ister of War, Marqufs de Gallifet, propos- 
ing to President Loubet a pardon for Drey- 
fus, reads as follows: 

‘Monsieur le President—On the 9th of 
September. the court-martial at Rennes 
condemned Dreyfus, by five votes againsi 
two, to 10 years’ detention. By a major- 
ity of the court there was a grant of ex- 
tenuating circumstances. After appealing 
for a council of revision, Dreyfus withdrew 
bis application.” 

‘The judgment thus becomes final and 
partakes of the authority of the law before 
which every one ought to bow. The high- 
est function of government is to entorce 


respect for the decisions of justice without | 


distinction or reservation. 

“But, resolved to fulfill this duty, it 
ought also to take into account wirat clem- 
ency the public interests counsel. The ver- 
dict of the court-martiel admitted extenu- 
ating circumstances, and the desire is ex- 
pressed that the sentence might be miti- 
gated. The indications ought to soiicit 
attention. 

“As the result of the fudgment of 184, 
Dreyfus has already undergone five years’ 
transportation. That judgment was an- 
nulled on June 3, 1898. A lesser nalty 
was applied at Rennes. If one deducts 
from the 10 years’ detention the five years 
already served on the Isle du Diable, five 
vears are left.

COVINGTON, Ky., Sept. 22.—‘‘You are a 
traitor,’’ said one of the Goebel Democrats 
to Theodore Hallam, the ablest speaker of 


the anti-Goebel Democrats. ‘You said 
that you would support even a yellow dog 


on a regular Democratic ticket.” 

“You are right.” replied Hallam. “‘'! 
would support even a yellow dog, but low- 
er I cannot, I will not go.”’ 

This is a specimen of the higher kind otf 
amenities which the present campaign is 
calling forth in Kentucky. The ordinary 
kinds are so vicious that it would be im- 
possible to put them Into print.

GOSSIP OF INTEREST CONCERN- 
ING HORSES AND HORSEMEN. 


AMERICAN TURF CONGRESS. 


It Transacts Little Important Business 
at Its Chicago Meeting—Col. 
Aull Presides. 


A discussion of racing rules occupied the 
attention of the delegates to the Ameri- 
can Turf Congress meeting at the Welling- 
ton Hotel in Chicago Thursday. Many im- 
portant changes were made, Rule 18, in 
which any person or horse ruled off the 
tracks by a running association for fraud 
was also ruled off the tracks of the Ameri- 
can Turf Association was amended to read 
as follow: 

“Every person or horse expelled or ruled 
off by an reputable running association, or 
by the American or Nationa: Trotting As- 
sociation, shal] stand ruled off the courses 
of the members .of this congress during 
the continuance of such expuision. Any 
association that shall know.ngly allow any 
ruled off person or horse to participate in 
its racing shall be outlawed.” 

Another rule adopted by the congress was 
that no person against whom there are 
arrears shall be granted a license as a 
trainer or jockey. 

rule was adopted by thé congress that 
hereafter no employer shall get the money 
won by any jockey bound to him by con- 
tract who shall win rid ng outside mounts. 

Much time was devoted to the troubles 
existing between the racing clubs of Cali- 
fornia. The California Jockey Club, Pacific 
Coast Jockey Club and the Western Turf 
Association have been unable to agree on 
dates for holding their races. The con- 
gress decided to allow the clubs to find a 
solution of the problem.

JUDGE CLARK DISCHARGED MEN 
ACCUSED OF GAMBLING. 


COMMON GAMING NO CRIME, 


————— 


Chief Campbell Says if the Pool- 
rooms Open He Will Proceed 
to Raid Them Again. 


But 


The ruling by Judge Willis Clark in dis- 
charging the eight men tried in his court 
on the charge of gambling will, doubtless, 
cause the doors of the downtown pool- 
rooms to again be open to the public. 

Judge Clarke's opinion is that the breed- 
ers’ law legalizes gambling on horse races, 
and the charge of common gaming cannot 
be sustained. He eays the only way to 
prosecute such cases is under the breed- 
ers’ law: 

Judge David Murphy, 
the bench of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, declared the breeders’ law uncon- 
@titutional, and the cases against the eight 
defendants were brought under the old law, 
charging common gaming. 

The defendants were So!) 
Uhilrich, Harry E. Gilletti, 
James J. Maher, Roy Moon, Joseph Gor- 
man and Lee Snelien. These men’s pool- 
rooma were raided by the police and they 
were arraigned and tried in the First Dis- 
trict Police Court and found guilty. They 
appealed their cases, and, on Thursday, 
Judge Clark gave his decision, 

Chief of Police Campbell announces that 
he will raid the poolrooms if they open, 
just the same as he has in the past. He 
says that while Judge metOar has passed 
on the breeders’ law Judge Clark has not, 
and the new judge will be given an op- 
portunity to interpret the law in case the 
poolroom keepers decide to resume opera- 
tions.

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MRS, GUNNINGS HATE 


IT WAS POURED OUT UPON THE 
MURDERER OF HER HUSBAND. 


GEORGE BATES IS IN JAIL. 


Widow of the Late Marshal of Kirk- 
wood Identified Him and Then 
Expressed Her Feelings. 


Mrs. Patrick H. Gunning appeared at the 
St. Louis County Jail at Clayton Friday and 
stood face to face with the man whw jad 
murdered her husband. 

She was attired in deepest mourning, 
which she has worn constantly since her 
husband was shot and killed on the night 
of Oct. & 1898, by the negro, George Bates. 

When the iron doors were thrown apart 
and the musyderer had stepped from his 
cell, Mrs. Gunning stepped before the negro 
and eyed him for several moments without 
speaking a word. Sucn a look it wis pus- 
sibly never the torture of the man to meet 
before. There was direst hatred, such as 
artist's brush never depicted; a iook of 
vearning thirst for revenge, with no sem- 
bianee of mercy in its outlines. 

When Mrs, Gunning had satiated her eves 
her silence Was broken and she seemed 
io lose her identity in the expression of 
ieelings that were awakened within her on 
beho.ding the slayer of her husband. Not 
more torturing were ner eyes than Ler 
tongue. She upbraided the man !n lol juage 
that made all within her hearing shudder 
with awe. She would heap upen bim the 
most secthing anathemas and condemned 
him as the murderer of her husbund and 


hoped that all the curses of mostaiity and 
immortality might be his punishment. 

When she lett the jail the woman burst 
into tears and seemed to aimost completely 
collapse. Her sobbing could be heard all 
over the building and Ser anguish was 
distressing to behold. 

George Bates, the murderer of Patrick H. 
Gunning, marshal of Kirkwood, was cap- 
tured by Deputy Sheriff Autenreith 9 of 
Ciayton Thursday night. He was found at- 
the home of his wife in Mississipp! Town, a 
suburb of Kirkwood. He was at his old 
home, where he lived at the time the mur- 
der was committed, and was in. company 
with his wife. The officer burst open the 
door and compelled the negro to surrender, | 

The authorities have been searching for 
Bates ever since the murder was com- 
mitted, nearly one year ago. Bates in the 
meantime has been flying about from town 
to town In the effort to avoid capture. He 
was driven back to Kirkwood, it seems, by 
the manipulations of fate. Since he has 
been a fugitive from justice he has known 
nothing but misery and want. He would 
get a position by which he was enabled to 
buy enough to eat, but then would again 
be compelled to fly on rumors that he was 
suspected. In this manner he has gone 
from place to place, often experiencing 
the most abject privations. He longed for 
his home in Kirkwood, where he used td 
live happily with his wife and was looked
